The following Resolution was offered; and it 
was moved and seconded that it be adopted: 

Be it Resolved, that the Town discontinue as public highways 


the following described pieces of road: 
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Section 1. The road beginning at its interesection with Route 
120, between the properties of Franklin and Grace Currier and Philip 
and Arlene LaRoe, leading southerly and easterly to its intersection 
with the new road built in 1967 across the Currier place, so-called; 


Section 2. The road beginning at a point near the bridge 
across Great Brook, leading southerly and westerly to the northerly 
side of the new road built in 1967 to Elizabeth Cook’s place; 


Section 2. The road beginning at a point near the bridge 
to Elizabeth Cook’s place, leading southerly and westerly to its 
intersection with Route 120, between the properties of Albert and 
Clara Harrington and Louis and Beatrice Belliveau. 


Voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE. X. The foliowing Reolution was offered; and it was 
moved and seconded that it be adopted:

It was moved and seconded that the Town 
extend a rising vote of appreciation to Professor Arthur, Chivers 
for his service to the Town as a Trustee of Trust Funds for many 
years, said service having been a great benefit to the town. 


The gathered citizens of the Town of Plainfield then rose and 
gave a hearty applause. 
The following Resolution was presented: 


Resolved, that it be the sense of this meeting that tribute be 
paid to Mrs. Arthur Whitney for her 36 years of continuous and 
devoted service to Meriden residents, perhaps particularly to the 
children. Mrs. Whitney was elected a Library Trustee in 1932, 
which office she held till 1960 when a change in the bylaws 
stipulated that a Trustee could not simultaneously be the Librarian, 
the post Mrs. Whitney had assumed in 1936, and has held ever 
since. Mrs. Whitney is to be commended on this wonderful record, 
of which we all can be proud. 

A rising vote of thanks was extended to Mrs. Arthur Whitney. 


The following Resolution was presented: 


Resolved, that there be included in the minutes of this meeting 
a vote of appreciation to Mr. Francis W. Sullivan, Plainfield Road 
Agent these past 16 years, which is a record for the Town. Mr. 
Sullivan and his crew have done an outstanding job in maintaining 
the Town roads. Even in the worst winter weather, it has been 
amasing the speed with which the 80 miles of road are cleared, 
the crew thinking nothing of working round the clock, when 
necessary. In emergencies such as obstructions or washouts, Mr. 
Sullivan always has the trouble corrected with dispatch. We salute 
Mr. Sullivan and his staff. all of whom appear in the photograph 
on the back cover of the Town Report. 


The Resolution was accepted and voted by hearty applause.

Prompted by Mr. Chivers’ en- 
thusiasm, the Young Couples Club in 1954 raised the funds to pur- 
chase the shrubs which now beautify the front of the building. 
They were set out by Mr. Chivers, who has carefully tended them 
for 13 years. Due to pressure of other work, Mr. Chivers regretfully 
no longer is able to devote the time he feels is needed to keep the 
plantings looking their best, a responsibility Mr. Stephen H. Taylor, 
our Selectman, very kindly has agreed to assume.

Selectmen’s Report 


To the Citizens and Taxpayers of Plainfield: 


The Board of Selectmen herewith submits its report of activities 
of the Town during 1968 together with a review of some of the im- 
portant problems facing the Town in the year 1969. 

Plainfield’s tax rate in 1968 rose 16 per cent, just under the state 
average of 17 per cent. The rate was $36 per $1,000 of assessed 
valuation, up from $31 the previous year. Increases in all major 
accounts, particularly schools and highways, and the new veterans 
exemption law all contributed to this increase. 


Highways & Bridges 
During 1968 the town carried out several highway improvement 
projects. In early spring, ice and water backup at Sumner’s Falls 
caused extensive damage to River Road. 


This road was partially rebuilt during the year using Duncan Fund 
money. It is hoped the river bank will hold, but state engineers advise 
a considerable portion of this road is “in trouble” because of river ero- 
sion. The road may hold for 50 years or it may be lost in places ina 
few years, necessitating major relocation. 

Other Duncan Fund money was used for widening and improving 
drainage of Croydon Turnpike and Grantham Mountain Roads. This 
work was performed by town crews and equipment. Roads oiled in 
1968 include portions of Westgate, Hayward and River Roads. 


Segments of Daniels, Hayward, Chellis and Westgate Roads were 
improved with plant mix asphalt surfaces. Many other minor improve- 
ments were carried out on the town’s system of highways and bridges 
in addition to routine maintenance such as grading and snowplowing. 


The pay raises, vacations and health insurance approved at the 
1968 town meeting did much for the morale of our Highway Dept. em- 
ployees. 

In the area of road equipment, the town had “hard luck” with the 
grader. A brake line failed while the machine was being worked on a 
steep portion of Old County Road. The machine coasted down the hill 
some distance before the operator was able to stop it by heading it into 
a ditch. The grader struck a tree in the process, causing extensive dam- 
age to the front axle assembly. The machine was taken to Concord for 
repairs and in addition to a new axle, it was given a thorough going- 
over in the Chadwick-BaRoss Shop, the first shop overhaul it has had 
in some 14 years of steady use. 


Town Road Aid Funds allocated to Plainfield along with a town ap- 
propriation were used to rebuild a section of Methodist Hill Road. This 
work completes Plainfield’s portion of reconstruction of this road. Con- 
struction of the new bridge at Meriden is expected to begin in the 
spring of 1969 under state supervision and contract. 


The Selectmen are hopeful of increasing the mileage of road to be 
oiled this year and to continue this policy in the years ahead. We have 
about 22 miles of tarred road in town. These should be resurfaced once 
every five years, thus the town should do at least five miles each year. 
Then new tarred surface is being added which also must be resurfaced 
as years go by. With the growing shortage of gravel, the town must 
think in terms of tarring as much road surface as possible. 


Town Buidings 


The Meriden Town Hall was given a coat of paint during the sum- 
mer. The Selectmen’s office was redecorated as well. The Selectmen 
hope the town will approve painting and other repairs at the Plainfield 
Town Hall this year. 


The State Fire Marshal ordered installation of fire exit lights and 
emergency lights at both town halls to make these public buildings 
safer and in compliance with state laws. 


At the town shed, a new chimney was installed to replace one that 
had developed cracks and leaks. A standby power unit was purchased 
to insure electric service to the building. It has experienced numerous 
power failures in the past during stormy periods. 


Town Dump 


The town was beset by problems with its dump from the beginning 
of the year. Finding satisfactory custodial personel proved a continu- 
ing difficulty until the present superintendent was hired. 


Controlling vermin, fires and blowing rubbish was costly all year. 
Then in the fall, the state Division of Public Health ordered the town 
to change the dump around completely to halt pollution of a brook 
that courses through the area. 


This necessitated bulldozing of a new area to the northeast for 
dumping and placing of a mound of fill between the new receiving area 
and the brook. In the spring the town must attempt to rechannel the 
brook further away from the dump. 


The town within twa years will have to close this dump and find 
an alternative method of disposing of its refuse. Your selectmen have 
begun exploring ways to get rid of the rubbish. The board will ask the 
town to set up a committee to find the best solution to the rubbish 
problem.

Cemeteries 


The Plainfield Oil Co. was retained in 1968 to handle the graves 
work and this arrangement worked out satisfactorily to all parties. 


Maintenance of the grounds was a more difficult situation in the 
absence of a fulltime person to supervise and carry out the work in the 
various yards. The selectmen feel investment by the town in a larger 
mowing machine, such as a lawn tractor, will result in better mainte- 
nance and reduced outlays in the long run for labor and equipment. The 
selectmen plan to have cemetery maintenance performed by fulltime 
town employes in 1969 and future years. This is done in Cornish and 
such an arrangement meets with the approval of Plainfield’s highway 
agent and his men, who will perform the work as necessary. 


This arrangement, we feel sure, will provide better maintenance of 
our cemeteries year in, year out. 


Police & Fire 


Residents continue to demand more in the way of police protec- 
tion. State Police and the Sullivan County Sheriff’s Dept. have helped 
out in many ways, but the cost is still increasing for the town because 
we must handle the bulk of complaints at the local level. 


The town continues to be served by two volunteer fire departments, 
with the town paying them for services rendered at various fires. 

In closing, the selectmen would like to thank all those citizens who 
assisted them in carrying out their duties in 1968. The spirit of co- 
operation in Plainfield does much to make the town officers’ task easier.

During the year 1968 the Town of Plainfield appropriated $250.80 
toward control of white pine blister rust. Cooperative aid to the town 
from state sources totalled $650.75. Thus a total of $901.55 was avail- 
able for use in Plainfield. 

Tota area worked in Plainfield in 1968 was 2,105 acres and 4,289 
currant and gooseberry bushes were destroyed. In addition to eradica- 
tion work, state and federal funds are applied to 1. detailed mapping 
and inspection of areas prior to actual work; 2. research work that has 
reduced the size of the control area; and 3. research in control methods 
to reduce the cost of control work. 

Plainfield was one of 142 towns and cities in New Hampshire par- 
ticipating in the blister rust control program in 1968.

The Plainfield Free Bed Fund at Mary Hitchcock Memorial Hospi- 
tal in Hanover provided services amounting to $556.82 to Plainfield res- 
idents during the hospital fiscal year ending Sept. 30, 1968.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To: Citizens of the Plainfield Schoo! District 


There were many significant improvements accomplished during 
the 1968-69 school year. The tremendous accomplishment of leveling, 
grading and seeding the playing field in front of the Meriden School 
was truly a lesson in community cooperation and achievement. This 
accomplishment demonsitaies what can be done when people of a 
community work together. I wish to take this opportunity to thank 
all who contributed to this great improvement. 


Community School cooperation was again demonstrated when the 
Plains School library was moved in order to make room for an 
additional classroom. Towns people and school people worked to- 
gether to renovate the kitchen area into library space. This spirit of 
cooperation is very refreshing to see in a world so full of strife. The 
School Board joins with me in expressing our gratitude for the splendid 
cooperation and achievement. 


The paving of the yard at the Meriden School was also an im- 
provement of great worth. With the installation of basketball 
standards and hoops, the area becomes much more functional. 


Educational T.V. was improved in the schools by Channel 15 in 
Hanover coming on the air. Teachers are now able to take full ad- 
vantage of the New Harnpshire Educational Television Network. 


Our school libraries are a very important part of the school 
and will become even more so in the future. Each year they improve 
with additions to the bock collections and with better supervision and 
organization. The schools are indebted to the wonderful group of 
volunteers who have been and continue to be the backbone of the 
library program. . 


The program of studies is functioning well. Improvements have 
been made in reading, nath, science, handwriting and social studies 
in recent years. The music program has been strengthened with the 
addition of Mrs. Lawrence to the staff. It has been further improved 
by having the 8th grade children participating in the Lebanon Jr. High 
Band. 


Soccer and basketball are favorite activities for the boys with 
participation improving under the able direction of Mr. Reisch. Girls 
activities received a big boost with the introduction of field hockey 
last fall. This program was ably directed by Mrs. Neiss. 
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BUDGET 


The proposed budget for 1969-70 is $192,491.46 compared to 
$169,740.83 for the present school year. The proposed amount does 
not include funds which might be raised under special articles in 
the warrant. 


The increase in the budget is mainly in two areas, teachers’ 
salaries and tuition cost. The School Board has approved a 12-step 
salary schedule with a base of $5,800 and a maximum of $8,300. 
Although not all teachers are on schedule, teachers who have had 
many years of service will be receiving substantial increases. Hope- 
fully, durng the next few years, means can be found to place everyone 
at his or her proper step on the schedule. The increase in tuition 
expense is due to increasing members and increase in tuition rates. 

On December 13, 1968 there were ninety-two students, attending 
school on a tuition basis, 84 at Lebanon, 6 at Windsor, 1 at Claremont 
and one boy in a special school for the deaf at Brattleboro, Vermont. 
Based on current enrollment, with no consideration for change, it is 
expected that 102 students from the district will attend school next 
year on a tuition basis. Of this number, 98 will go to Lebanon, 3 to 
Windsor and the one student at Brattleboro. 


As agreed under the A.R.E.A. Articles of Agreement, the tuition 
rates ar established for the grades attended, based on the preceding 
year’s expenditures. In Lebanon the estimated costs for 1968-69 for 
grade nine are $550 and for grades 10-12, $645. The average estimated 
costs for the State for 1968-69 are $562 for grades 7-9 and $695 for 
grades 10-12. The tuition rates in Lebanon for 1968-69 are $510 for 
grade 9, and $600 for grades 10-12. 


The following statistics are given to show the per pupil costs in 
Supervisory Union No. 32 for the past school year, 1967-68 and the 
estimated costs for the current school year, 1968-69. Also shown for 
comparison purposes are the average state costs for the two years 
covered:

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A.R.E.A. INCENTIVE AID 


It was expected that the District would receive $7,781 in aid 
under the A.R.E.A. plan during this school year. However, due to 
an oversight on the part of the legislature A.R.E.A. schools were not 
mentioned in the actual bill authorizing the payment, thus the money 
has been held in escrow until the 1969 General Court meets. It is 
expected by the time this report is printed the money will be received 
by the District, and will be carried as a balance on the revenue side 
of the budget. This can be found on the revenue page of the budget. 
Actually the funds are paid to the Lebanon School District, and will 
be credited to Plainfield on the tuition bill for the second semester, 
prior to the end of the fiscal year in June. 


The incentive aid for 1969-70 has been estimated at nearly $5,000 
based on an average deily membership of 83.2 students in Lebanon 
for 1967-68. The number of students is multiplied by $75, and based 
on the past experience, this sum is prorated at 80%. The sum of 
$5,000 has been subtracted from the tuition costs in the budget, and 
the only reason for any change will be due to lack of legislation on 
the part of the General Court. 


WARRANT 


Two special Articles will be included in the warrant for action by 
the voter at the Annual Meeting. 


1. A sum, not to exceed $3,000, will be asked for the capital 
reserve bus fund. This is in keeping with the planned method 
of vehicle replacement. 


2. Petition is again made to cover legal requirements to permit 
the District to pay tuition to Windsor for high school pupils 
attending school there even though the rate might exceed the 
New Hampshire State average cost. 


CONCLUSION 


I’m sure that the community at large joins with me in expressing 
appreciation to Mr. Gordon R. Tate for his tireless efforts on behalf 
of the Plainfield School System during his tenure as Superintendent of 
Schools. His dedicated service will be missed as he assumes his new 
position as consultant in the Division of Administration of the New 
Hampshire State Department of Education. We wish him well in his 
new position. thea

The good health of your child is one of the many concerns of 
everyone in the school system. I’m sure there are times when 
parents feel we are too concerned with the sore on a students face, a 
sore throat, a rash, or the fact that one student may seem tired all 
the time, but it is to everyones advantage to investigate these “silly” 
problems. A case of impetigo, strep throat, flu, or any of the child- 
hood diseases can become an epidemic very rapidly with children 
who work and play closely at school. When we ask for your coopera- 
tion in these matters, we are trying to be helpful to the large group. 
I hope you will be paticnt with us. Believe me, we dislike having 
your children absent from school. 


Unfortunately, we ere unable to accommodate all children who 
wanted dental work this year. The time was limited but we did 
manage to provide dental treatment to over 30 children this fall. 


The need for education in social problems such as drinking, smok- 
ing, drugs, etc., for the eighth graders was brought to my attention. 
I have shown the class several film strips and we have had a few 
discussions, but my time is limited due to the many schools I serve. 

Although I plan 
a few more sessions this year, I hope that next year a more structured 
program can be offered.
